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HIGHLIGHTS 


CORN EARWORM egg numbers relatively high on sweet corn silks in eastern Rock 
and western Walworth Counties, Wisconsin; populations definitely higher than 

in 1961, Major outbreak occurred in southeastern Arkansas, primarily on late 
planted soybeans; controls applied to many fields, with more control anticipated 
as weather permits. Also caused heavy "ragging" of peanut foliage in Frio and 
Atascosa Counties, Texas. (p. 1013). NORTHERN CORN ROOTWORM adults quite 
active in southern Wisconsin; completely destroyed silks in some fields of 
sweet corn. In Oklahoma, CORN LEAF APHID heavily infested nearly 100 percent 
of grain sorghum heads in irrigated areas at Mangum, Greer County, and heavy 

on same crop in Tipton area, Tillman County. (p. 1014). 


Damage to peanuts by LESSER CORNSTALK BORER rather severe in McLennan and Falls 
Counties, Texas, and heavy on peanuts, soybeans and grain sorghum in areas of 
Alabama. SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID continues to increase in Arkansas Valley of 
Colorado, and PEA APHID increased noticeably in southern and southwestern 
Wisconsin. Damage to soybeans by THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER evident in 
Greenwood, Lee and Darlington Counties, South Carolina. (p. 1015). 


FALL WEBWORM increased noticeably on pecans in southwestern counties of Alabama, 
with many commercial growers applying controls; populations also unusually high 
on cherry in Wayne, Ashland and Holmes Counties, Ohio. (p. 1016). Early fall 
brood of BLACK SCALE, which is usually very minor on citrus in Florida, is 
developing in unprecedented magnitude, and may become important. (p. 1017). 


Heavy BOLLWORM populations observed in several northeastern Alabama counties; 
infestation as high as 85 percent in several fields, with practically total 
crop lost. Continued pressure necessitates controls in South Carolina. These 
pests still constitute a problem in several areas of Texas where cotton is 
still lush and succulent; controls continue in most southern counties of 

New Mexico, and infestations continue high in some cotton fields in all areas 
of Arizona, with extensive controls necessary. SPIDER MITES caused consider- 
able damage to cotton in Piedmont area of South Carolina, and are extremely 
heavy in Tennessee Valley area of Alabama. (p. 1019).

HORN FLY counts as high as 5,000 per bull in Billings, Slope and Stark Counties, 
North Dakota; controls successful in open country but not adequate in river 
bottoms or broken country. (p. 1022). 


DETECTION 


A bark beetle (Pityophthorus pulicarius) (p. 1020), and LILAC BORER Gp... L021). 
reported for the first time from Delaware. New county records were a rust mite 
(Aculus pelekassi) in Pinellas County, Florida (p. 1016); a weevil (Brachyrhinus 
rugosostriatus) in Benton County, Washington, also a first record for the eastern 


portion of that State (p. 1017); MIMOSA WEBWORM in Franklin and Delaware 


Counties, Ohio (p. 1021); FACE FLY in Sheridan and Carbon Counties, Wyoming 
(p. 1021); a root weevil (Sciopithes obscurus) in Tillamook County, Oregon 
(p. 1024); and EUROPEAN EARWIG in La Plata County, Colorado (p. 1024).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 10 


The fall season got an early boost during the week as the country received two 
successive plunges of Canadian air, lowering temperatures to record levels in 
many areas from the northern and central Rockies to the Atlantic seaboard. Many 
stations reported subfreezing minima, and much of Montana had below freezing 
lows on 5 of the 7 days. Billings, Montana, and Rapid City, South Dakota, both 
broke their early season low records, as did Richmond, Virginia, and Providence, 
Rhode Island, but none were so cold as Big Piney, Wyoming, where the mercury 
fell to 7° on the 9th. 


Temperatures over the Nation averaged mostly below seasonal. Above normal 
departures were limited to the Far Southwest, the Pacific Northwest including 
northern California and northwestern Nevada, and the southern Appalachians and 
the Gulf States except northern Texas. Averages departed from normal by as much 
as 13° below in Kansas, Nebraska and Montana, and by up to 8° below in New York, 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. 


Autumn received another early push when snow fell in the Rockies southward into 
Colorado, and light snow fell in the Panhandle of Nebraska and in the Little 
Fork-Ray area of Minnesota. On the 8th, 14 inches of snow were on the ground 
at Red Lodge, Montana, and snow temporarily closed a U. S. Highway nearby. 


Precipitation was much above normal from Texas and Louisiana northward to the 
Great Lakes and the upper Mississippi Valley. Torrential rains caused flooding 
in north central Texas, but the southern portion of the State remained dry. 
Justin, Texas, was swamped by 9.70 inches as the largest example of several 
heavy 24-hour rainfalls. Weekly totals up to 5 to 7 inches were also recorded 
in Louisiana, Arkansas and Oklahoma. 


The Gulf coast and the Appalachians generally received amounts exceeding 1 inch, 
and Saint Simons Island of eastern Georgia measured over 6 inches, making the 
last 10-day total over 16 inches. Little or no rain fell in the West Coast 
States or Nevada. 


On the severe side, tornadoes and hailstorms were mostly restricted to the south 
central portion of the country and several were sighted in Texas, Louisiana and 
Arkansas. One caused some property damage on the 8th just east of Beaumont, 
Texas. A thunderstorm at Lubbock, Texas, on the 7th left hail and 1/2 inch of 
rain in 10 minutes. Damaging 2-inch hailstones fell in Scott and Lane Counties, 
Kansas, on the 8th. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS —- NEW MEXICO - Late hatch of grasshoppers occurred during July after 
rain in many areas of State; will probably mature and lay eggs prior to frost. In 
northeast area, grasshopper population showed increase, but infested acreage in 
other areas is lowest in several years. Grasshoppers damaging corn foliage in 
Torrance County; averaged 25-35 per 25 sweeps in alfalfa near Moriarty. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA — Mixed grasshopper populations range 8-10 nymphs per 
Square yard on some Santa Cruz County rangeland; however, populations localized 
on green vegetation and not a general problem. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Grass- 
hoppers severe in southeastern farming areas of Salt Lake County; unusually 
severe in orchards, farms and gardens. Much drift from range and idle lands has 
occurred. (Knowlton, Parrish). OKLAHOMA — Melanoplus spp. moderate, up to 20 

per Square yard, along margins of alfalfa in Carter County, south central. 

(Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Melanoplus spp. ranged 3-16 per square yard 

in northwest area pastures; ranged 0-18 per square yard in alfalfa and other 
legumes in same area, Ample moisture throughout most of northwest area has 

kept fence rows, idle-land areas and other weedy vegetation green so that 

damage to row crops is confined to margins of fields. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 
NORTH DAKOTA - Grasshoppers generally noneconomic on cropland in Golden Valley 
and Billings Counties; counts 2 or less per square yard. Melanoplus sanguinipes, 
M. packardii, M. femurrubrum and M. bivittatus dominant species; M. bivittatus 
dominant on corn. (Wilson, Schenck). WISCONSIN - M. femurrubrum adults disper- 
sing; noticeable damage occurring to marginal rows of corn in southwestern area. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). OHIO - Melanoplus differentialis populations moderate to heavy 
in alfalfa and corn in southern portion of State. Large numbers especially 
noticeable in Pike, Adams and Brown Counties. Ranged 15-20 per square yard in 
pastures. (Lyon). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - WASHINGTON - Populations greatly reduced this 
year compared with those of 1961. (Telford). UTAH - Small numbers of moths 
continue to be taken in blacklight traps in central and northern areas. 
(Knowlton). WYOMING - Averaged one larva per 100 corn plants in Sheridan and 
Johnson Counties. (Fullerton). WISCONSIN - Egg numbers relatively high on 

silks of sweet corn in eastern Rock and western Walworth Counties. First 

instars very common in such fields. Light trap collections indicate peak 

flight not yet occurred. Small numbers of young larvae in tips of late field 

and sweet corn throughout southern area; thus far, populations definitely higher 
than last season. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). OHIO - Populations very high in home-garden 
sweet corn in Adams County; 95 percent of ears damaged. Field corn not damaged 
Significantly. (Lyon). MISSOURI - Very little damage to ears noted in early 
planted corn checked in northwest area; 8-73 percent of ears in late planted 

corn showed damage on tips. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). ARKANSAS - Major outbreak 
occurred in soybeans in southeast area; many fields treated, with more treat-— 
ments anticipated as weather permits. Confined primarily to late planted 
Soybeans. Larvae present in approximately one-half of fields checked; highest 
counts 72 and 61 per 30 feet of row in 2 fields; pod feeding heavy in both 
fields. Larval counts decreased from previous week in 2 untreated fields; 
apparently, mainly because of pupation. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Light in 
peanuts in south central area. Continued activity reported from several areas 
over State in grain sorghum, with light to medium damage to heads observed in 
Mangum area, Greer County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Heavy "ragging" of 

peanut foliage occurring in Frio and Atascosa Counties, southwest. Many diseased 
larvae present, but chemical controls still needed. (Brazzel, Cash). SOUTH 
CAROLINA — Increasing on soybeans in Allendale County; beginning to infest fields 
‘in Barnwell County. (Nettles et al.). VIRGINIA - Appearing on soybeans in 
Westmoreland County, but not a serious problem at this time. (Dawson). Infesting 
peanuts and moving to soybeans in Holland area, Nansemond County. (Boush). Medium 
On peanuts and soybeans locally in Isle of Wight County, August Sib e (Tarpley, 
Stith). MARYLAND - Adults increasing significantly at blacklight trap at 
Centreville, Queen Annes County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Adults averaged 
over 55 per night in blacklight trap in Sussex County. (Burbutis). 
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EUROPEAN CORN BORER (OStrinia nubilalis) - MISSOURI - Infestations light in late 
planted corn checked in extreme northwest area; 3-20 percent of plants infested, 
with 0-61 larvae per 100 plants. Average in 5 fields was 9 percent infestation, 
with 13 larvae per 100 plants. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). WISCONSIN - Blacklight 
trap collections indicate peak passed. Few egg masses still found in Spring 
Green area, Sauk County. Young larvae generally common in many ears of late 
planted corn in southern area, but scarce in maturing corn, although larger 
first-generation larvae more common in such fields. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). OHIO - 
Averaged 12 larvae per 25 sweet corn plants in Adams County. (Lyon). MARYLAND - 
Adults at blacklight trap in Centreville, Queen Annes County, decreased 70 
percent over previous week. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - ALABAMA — Some heavy populations continue 
to be reported; causing some damage to pastures and soybeans in southwestern 
counties. (Buttram). MARYLAND - Infestations ranged 10-52 percent in field corn 
planted after June 25 in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - DELAWARE - Adults averaged over 48 per night 
in blacklight trap in Sussex County. Larvae very abundant and feeding on grasses 
in pumpkin Squash field in area of Sussex County. (Burbutis). 


in southern part of State; completely destroyed silks in some fields of sweet 
corn. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - D. undecimpunctata howardi adults averaged 
1 per 30 sweeps in alfalfa in Brown and Roberts Counties. (Spawn). NEBRASKA — 
D. longicornis adults averaged 12 per 10 sweeps in Sudan grass in Otoe County, 
and ranged 1-4 per 10 sweeps in beans, sorghum, alfalfa and idle land in eastern 
and southeastern areas of State. (Bergman). COLORADO - D. virgifera adults 
numerous in Fremont County. (Seaton). es 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) -— WISCONSIN - D. longicornis adults quite active 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - OKLAHOMA - Heavily infested nearly 100 | 
percent of grain sorghum heads in irrigated areas at Mangum, Greer County; lighter 
in nonirrigated areas. Infestations also heavy in Tipton area, Tillman County. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). MARYLAND - Light to moderate on field and sweet corn in 
Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - COLORADO - Caused "burning" on 
one-half to three-fourths of leaves on corn in Otero County; damage to corn in 
Prowers and Bent Counties ranged light to moderate. Appears to be declining in 
fields where high populations previously observed. (Schweissing). UTAH - Damage 
to corn increasing in Utah, Box Elder, Davis and Salt Lake Counties. (Knowlton 
eb, all. )r. 


SOD WEBWORMS (Crambus spp.) - DELAWARE - Crambus sp. rather abundant in New Castle 
County lawns. (Burbutis). VIRGINIA - Crambus spp. severely damaged lawns in : 
Halifax County (Tarpley, Hall, Aug. 27) ,at North Garden, Albemarle County 
(Tarpley, L. B. Smith, Aug. 28), and at 2 locations in Appomattox, Appomattox 
County (Tarpley, J. A. Smith, Aug. 31). MISSOURI - Damage to lawns by Crambus 
Spp. continues evident in northwest, west central and central areas. (Munson, 
Thomas, Wood). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - NEW MEXICO - Moderately heavy in alfalfa 
in Artesia area, Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). COLORADO - Adults numerous in 
alfalfa in Prowers and Bent Counties. (Schweissing). UTAH - Larvae common 
throughout State; seldom present in damaging numbers. (Knowlton). WYOMING - 
Adult flights noted in alfalfa fields and surrounding areas in Sheridan 

and Johnson Counties. (Fullerton). NEBRASKA - Larvae averaged 26 per 10 sweeps 
in Lancaster County alfalfa. (Bergman). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Appearing in soybean 
fields in Barnwell County. (Nettles et al.). ARKANSAS - Infestations remain 
low, although few small larvae continue to be observed. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
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OKLAHOMA —- Light, 2-3 per 10 sweeps, in alfalfa in south central areas. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA — Counts low; ranged 2-3 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in 
Roberts and Brown Counties. (Spawn). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - ALABAMA - Heavy damage to 
peanuts, soybeans and grain sorghum observed in Coffee, Henry and Houston 
Counties. (Buttram). TEXAS - Damage to peanuts rather severe in McLennan and 
Hill Counties, central area; up to 25 larvae per plant observed. (McKay). Peanut 
crop very light in Colorado County, south central area; at least partially 
attributable to damage by this pest. (Moore). 


VARIEGATED CUTWORM (Peridroma saucia) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Causing economic damage 
to peanuts in Sumter County. Damage began August 8 and pest was moving to soy- 
beans by August 26. Det. by R. D. Eikenbary. (Nettles et al.). 


RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta basqueella) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged 40 per 100 
terminals in peanuts in Carter County, south central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MISSOURI - Very light in late planted 
soybeans in northwest area; ranged 0-3 beetles per foot of row, averaged less 
than 0.5. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). ARKANSAS - Counts remain low in soybeans; 
few or no economic infestations expected in fields checked in central, east 
central and southeastern areas. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera punctata) - DELAWARE - Adults in alfalfa in area of 
New Castle County. (Burbutis). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - MARYLAND - Sweeping for adults and larvae 
negative in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


A WEEVIL (Sitona scissifrons) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Ranged 1-2 per 10 sweeps on 
alfalfa in Clark and Roberts Counties. (Spawn). 


A BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta sp.) - NEBRASKA — Averaged 22 per 10 sweeps on 
Lancaster County alfalfa. (Bergman). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - NEW MEXICO — Light to moderate 
and damaging alfalfa in Torrance and Southern Santa Fe Counties. Winged and 
wingless forms, as well as nymphs, present in fields checked. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.). COLORADO - Continues to increase in Arkansas Valley; counts per 100 
sweeps high, with 3,000 in Prowers County, 2,000 in Bent, Otero and Crowley 
Counties, and 0-500 in Pueblo County. (Schweissing). NEBRASKA - Averaged 6 
per 10 sweeps in Lancaster County. This is first report of 1962 in this area, 
(Bergman). OKLAHOMA - Continues light on alfalfa; 3-40 per 10 sweeps observed 
in Carter and Murray Counties, south central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - MARYLAND - Ranged 1-28 per sweep on alfalfa in 
Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - Populations increased 
noticeably in southern and southwestern areas; ranged 60-200 per sweep. Some 
winged forms present; disease evident, approaching 50 percent in some instances, 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Populations lower in most fields checked, 
compared with past few weeks; ranged 2-45 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa in north- 
eastern area. (Spawn). NEBRASKA — Ranged 4-70 per 10. sweeps in alfalfa in 
eastern and southeastern areas. (Bergman). WYOMING - Averaged 121 per 100 
sweeps on alfalfa in Sheridan and Johnson Counties. (Fullerton). UTAH - 
Controls applied to 1,000 acres of alfalfa in Wayne County. (Knowlton, Hall). 
NEW MEXICO - Light in alfalfa in Torrance and Santa Fe Counties. (N. M. Coop. 
RUD tie). 


PLANT BUGS - SOUTH DAKOTA —- Lygus spp., Adelphocoris rapidus and A. lineolatus 
present throughout northeast region. Ranged 5-15 per 10 sweeps. (Spawn). WYOMING - 
Nymphs of Lygus spp. averaged 32 per 100 sweeps in Sheridan and Johnson County 
alfalfa. (Fullerton). ARIZONA - Infestations of Lygus spp. high on alfalfa 
statewide. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
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STINK BUGS - ARKANSAS - Few Acrosternum hilare and Euschistus servus can be found 
in majority of soybean fields; economic in only small number of fields. Controls 
applied to only 2 of over 50 fields checked regularly. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). MISSOURI - 
Undetermined species very light in soybeans in northwest area; few eggs and newly 
hatched nymphs found, along with light numbers of adults. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Damage 
to soybeans evident in Greenwood, Lee and Darlington Counties. (Nettles et al.). 
ARKANSAS - Remains generally low on soybeans, with no economic infestations 
found in over 50 fields checked regularly. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Light, 

6 per 10 sweeps, in alfalfa checked in Carter County, south central. (Okla. Coop. 
S\UEe 5). 


LEAFHOPPERS - MARYLAND — Empoasca fabae continues variable; ranged from zero to 
over 35 per sweep on alfalfa in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). SOUTH 
DAKOTA - Macrosteles fascifrons ranged 10-15 and Aceratagallia sanguinolenta 

averaged 6 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in Roberts County; E. fabae ranged 2-6 per 


10 sweeps on same crop in Brown and Roberts Counties. (Spawn). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - MARYLAND - Averaged 2 adults per 10 
Sweeps on alfalfa at Emmitsburg, Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


WHITEFLIES —- ARKANSAS - Unspecified species very heavy in field of soybeans in 
Arkansas County; infestation economic. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


THRIPS (Frankliniella spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Moderate in peanuts in Carter County 
area, south central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - ALABAMA - Increase noticeable on pecans in 
southwestern counties; many commercial growers used controls. (Seibels). OHIO - 
Unusually high populations in Wayne, Ashland and Holmes Counties; averaged 3-4: 
webs per tree. One-third to one-half of native cherry trees defoliated; some 
migration to black walnut and apple noted. (Lyon). OREGON - Populations 
considerably below those of past several years in Willamette Valley. Larvae 
reaching maturity in early September. (Capizzi). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - WISCONSIN - Continues a problem in Bayfield 
County; collections ceased in Winnebago County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - WISCONSIN - Collections in blacklight traps 
in Dane and Grant Counties continue; last catch in Door County August 29. Nearly 
full-grown larvae in apples in Green County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A PSYCHID MOTH (Apterona crenulella) - UTAH - Infesting most fruit trees in 
Holladay-East Millcreek area, Salt Lake County. (Knowlton, Parrish). 


PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - OREGON —- Damaged untreated pear fruit and foliage 
in several areas of Willamette Valley. (Capizzi). 


ORCHARD MITES - UTAH - Damage severe in some small pear orchards in Salt Lake 
County. (Knowlton). OHIO - Panonychus ulmi populations high on plums at University 
Farm, Ohio State University, Franklin County; not found on adjacent apple trees, 
(Lyon). 


BLACK PECAN APHID (Melanocallis caryaefoliae) - ALABAMA - Light throughout 
southwestern counties; some defoliation noted. (Seibels). 
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Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - End of August -— CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllocop- 


truta oleivora) infested 61 percent of groves (norm 60 percent); 39 percent 
economic (norm 39 percent). Recorded decrease result of fewer mites on leaves; 
mites increased on fruit. These trends will continue and statewide populations 
will remain near average, but with considerable differences among districts and 
individual groves. Highest districts west coast, Bartow, upper east coast and 
Gainesville. TEXAS CITRUS MITE (Eutetranychus banksi) infested 34 percent of 
‘groves (norm 21 percent); 12 percent economic (norm 7 percent). Further decrease 
will occur and populations will be low in all districts. CITRUS RED MITE 
(Panonychus citri) infested 34 percent of groves (norm 41 percent); 16 percent 
economic (norm 21 percent). Populations will remain low in all districts except 
Orlando where scattered, moderate to heavy infestations are expected. PURPLE 
SCALE (Lepidosaphes beckii) infested 60 percent of groves (norm 60 percent); 1 
percent economic (norm 3 percent). All districts low and little change forecast. 
FLORIDA RED SCALE (Chrysomphalus aonidum) infested 29 percent of groves (norm 

59 percent) ; none economic (norm 11 percent). Record low levels prevail; no 
important infestations anticipated. BLACK SCALE (Saissetia oleae) infested 73 
percent of groves (norm 34 percent); 48 percent economic (norm 15 percent). Early 
fall brood, which usually is very minor, developing unprecedented magnitude and 
may become important.

CALIFORNIA RED SCALE (Aonidiella aurantii) - TEXAS - Treatment required on spotty, 
heavy infestations on small citrus trees in Cameron County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., 
Day). 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA - Infested citrus at Ocala, August 21; at 
Lynne, August 22; at Moss Bluff, August 23; and at Weirsdale, August 27. These 
add 3 new locations for Marion County. (Graham). Collected in Largo, Pinellas 
County (Bingaman, Aug. 23), and Gainesville, Alachua County (Jackson, Sept. 5). 
This is a new county record for Pinellas County. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


CURRANT APHID (Capitophorus ribis) - UTAH - Foliage of red currant cupped and 
discolored at Nephi, Juab County. (Knowlton). 


A LEAFHOPPER (Scaphytopius magdalensis) - NEW JERSEY - Adults beginning autumn 
flight; controls to prevent blueberry stunt necessary in propagating material. 
(Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Sept. 4). 


WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - ARIZONA - Heavy on some 
dooryard grapes in several areas of State. Griz coop. Sur). 


A WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus rugosostriatus) - WASHINGTON - Recovered under Concord 
grape trellis at Whitstran, Benton County; this is a new county record and first 
record for eastern part of State. Species constitutes less than 1 percent of 
Brachyrhinus spp. population in lower Yakima Valley. Det. by M. H. Hatch. (Cone). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ALABAMA - Extremely heavy on pimento peppers 


in Marshall County. (Buttram). MARYLAND - Active on broccoli and cabbage in 
Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis zea) - COLORADO - Eggs and larvae not yet found in 
8 tomato fields checked in Otero, Crowley and Pueblo Counties. (Schweissing). 
ALABAMA - Light to moderate and damaging beans in De Kalb County. (Buttram). 
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POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - DELAWARE = Common on pumpkin squash in 
Sussex and Kent Counties. (Burbutis). WISCONSIN - Heavy on untreated potatoes 
in Kewaunee County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


SLUGS AND SNAILS - WISCONSIN - Caused extensive damage to garden crops in Taylor, 
Rusk and Marathon Counties, and locally in Dane County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH 
DAKOTA — Slugs a definite problem in many gardens in Brookings, Brookings County. 
(Spawn). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - RHODE ISLAND - Adults 
continue abundant near fields in Newport County; becoming nuisance around homes, 
(Peabody). 


POTATO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix cucumeris) - WISCONSIN = Heavy on untreated potatoes 
in Kewaunee County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 70 per 10 sweeps 
on potatoes in Clark County. (Spawn). UTAH - Very light on potatoes in central 
and southern part of State; damage generally light. (Knowlton). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - NORTH DAKOTA - Active on tomato foliage in garden 
in Jamestown, Stutsman County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). DELAWARE - Adult P. sexta 
fairly common; averaged 10 per night in blacklight trap in Sussex County. 
(Burbutis). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - DELAWARE - Abundant locally on peppers in 
Sussex County. (Burbutis). WISCONSIN - Probably this species, a problem on 
potatoes in Waukesha County; control difficult. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). COLORADO - 
Continues low on late potatoes in Weld County; ranged O-1 per leaf, with 240 per 
leaf in one field. Many fields starting to mature. (Simpson). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - MARYLAND - Active on broccoli and cabbage. 
in Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). UTAH - Damage about normal 
statewide this season. (Knowlton). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - UTAH - Caused moderate damage to commercial 
cabbage plantings; 6-7 control treatments applied in Taylorsville area, Salt Lake 
County. (Knowlton). OHIO - Caused severe damage to cabbageheads in Adams County; 
larvae averaged 8 per plant. (Lyon). 


BEET WEBWORM (Loxostege sticticalis) - WYOMING - Larvae averaged 3 per 100 sugar 
beet plants in fields in Sheridan County. (Fullerton). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - UTAH - Averaged 8 per 100 sweeps in sugar 
beets in Taylorsville area, Salt Lake County. Some curly top appeared during past 
2 weeks in nearby tomato fields. (Knowlton, Parrish). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - ALABAMA - Heavy on commercial bean 
plantings in De Kalb County. (Buttram) . 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - NEBRASKA — Averaged 1 adult per 10 
sweeps in beans in eastern area. (Bergman). 


LIMA-BEAN POD BORER (Etiella zinckenella) - WASHINGTON - Attacking lima beans at 
Quincy, Grant County. (Telford, Aug. 24). 


SWEETPOTATO HORNWORM (Agrius cingulatus) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Rapidly defoliated 
sweetpotatoes in Sumter County; 8-10 large larvae found on each vine. Controls 
good. (Nettles et al., Aug. 29). 


APHIDS - NEW JERSEY - Alates active in strawberries, especially new beds; 
controls to reduce virus transmission recommended. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Sept. 4). 
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TOBACCO INSECTS 


RED-LEGGED GRASSHOPPER (Melanoplus femurrubrum) - WISCONSIN - Adults began 
dispersing and causing noticeable damage to tobacco in Monroe County. (Wis. Ins. 
Siow) 6 


FLEA BEETLES = OHIO - Caused moderate damage to tobacco in southern area of 
State; populations very heavy a few weeks earlier. (Lyon). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Continued pressure 
necessitates effective controls. (Cott. Ltr., Sept. 3). ALABAMA - Heavy popu- 
lations observed in several northeastern counties; infestation as high as 85 
percent in several fields, with practically total crop lost. (Buttram). 
LOUISIANA - Egg and larval counts generally lower in Tallulah area than in 
previous week, but counts show heavy square damage following severe hatch of 
last week. Egg counts remain high in number of fields; heavy insecticidal 
applications necessary to obtain control.

SALT=MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Infestations continue to 
increase in cotton statewide. Larval migration underway in some areas and will 
probably create problem in other crops. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - OKLAHOMA — Initial lint cleaner 
inspections in Custer, Muskogee, Pawnee and Payne Counties negative. (Okla. 
Coop.) sun.):. 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Pressure has decreased some- 
what. (Cott. Ltr., Sept. 3). LOUISIANA - Causing light "ragging" of cotton 
foliage in Tallulah area; not of economic importance. (Smith et al.). ARIZONA - 
High populations defoliating few fields in central area. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) —-— SOUTH CAROLINA = Being held in check by 
controls; considerable portion of cotton in Piedmont area still being protected. 
Of 4,200 acres in Greenville County, approximately 3,200 treated. (Cott. Ltr., 
Sept. 3). ALABAMA —- Infestations extremely high; however, most cotton mature 

and weevils not causing much damage at present. (Buttram). LOUISIANA - Infesta- 
tions in Tallulah area, where sufficient squares present, showed increases over 
previous records. Weevils concentrating in fields still producing squares. Late 
fields still require controls for protection of young bolls. (Smith et al.). 
OKLAHOMA - Populations continue light to heavy throughout cotton-producing areas; 
heaviest counts, 80-90 percent, noted in Cotton County; lower counts of 6-18 
percent noted in other southwestern, south central and southeastern areas.

(Buttram). LOUISIANA - Some spotted infestations noted in Tallulah area; few 
reports of damage necessitating controls.

PINE TUSSOCK MOTH (Dasychira plagiata) - WISCONSIN - Causing concern in northwest 
area of State. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Observations in Willow River area, 
Pine County, indicate 75-95 percent hatch. Experimental spraying of several plots 
begun September 6. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


PALE TUSSOCK MOTH (Halidisota tessellaris) - WISCONSIN - Larvae relatively abundant 
in certain areas of fS tates mGiissinsesun.)i 


A BARK BEETLE (Pityophthorus pulicarius) - DELAWARE - Adults and larvae infested 
twig tips of Austrian pine in Wilmington, New Castle County; collected by D. F. 
Bray, August 30. Det. by D. M. Anderson. This is a new state record. (Burbutis). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - NORTH DAKOTA - Infesting needles of 
mature ponderosa pines at Mandan, Morton County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND - 
Heavy on mugho pine at Crownsville, Anne Arundel County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CONIFER SAWFLIES - MINNESOTA - Second generation of Diprion similis reported in 
east central area; population somewhat increased over that of first generation, 
but not serious. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). RHODE ISLAND - Neodiprion sp., probably 
pinetum, feeding on white pine in forest reservation in Charlestown, Washington 
County. (Cartier). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - OKLAHOMA - Infesting pecan trees in McCurtain 
County, southeast. Okla. Coop. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Very common along roadsides 
on willow and other trees. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). RHODE ISLAND - With exception of 
short stretch of road in Matunuck, Washington County, nests very scattered and 
confined largely to vegetation of little value. (Mathewson). 


CATALPA SPHINX (Ceratomia catalpae) - WISCONSIN - Larvae about three-fourths grown; 
causing considerable damage to catalpas in southwestern Grant County. (Wis. Ins. 
Share 5 )) 


NOTODONTIDS (Datana spp.) - WISCONSIN - D. ministra larvae feeding on mountain-— 
ash in Marinette County. D. integerrima larvae mostly full grown; migrating in 


southwest area. Many trees in area completely defoliated. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - OKLAHOMA - Continues damaging in 


many areas over State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Damage quite common and above 
normal in Weber County. (Knowlton, Burtenshaw). 


POPLAR-AND-WILLOW BORER (Sternochetus lapathi) - WASHINGTON - There have been an 
unusual number of reports of injury in State this season. (Telford). 


APHIDS - NEW MEXICO - Periphyllus negundinis severely damaging foliage of boxelder 
trees in Taos and Santa Fe Counties; adults very numerous. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
COLORADO - Unspecified species numerous on elm, cottonwood and popular trees in 
Larimer County; considerable honeydew dripping on streets, sidewalks and cars. 
(Jenkins. Hantsbarger, Kincaid). MINNESOTA - Longistigma caryae continues to cause 
concern in Minneapolis-St. Paul area. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Numerous 
reports and observations indicate L. caryae more troublesome this season than 
previously. (CWis. Ins) Suni: 


LACE BUGS - MARYLAND - Unspecified species causing conspicuous foliage injury on 
white and chestnut oaks at Takoma Park, Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


AN OAK KERMES SCALE (Kermes trinotatus) - OHIO - Parent scales, probably this 
species, heavy on branches of many shingle oaks in eastern Knox County. Newly 
emerged crawlers appeared September 1. (Griswold). 


MAPLE BLADDER-GALL MITE (Vasates quadripedes) - OHIO - Galls ranged 80-100 per 
leaf on silver maple in Marion County. (Lyon). 
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MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - OHIO - Large populations observed on 
honeylocust at University Farm, Franklin County, for a new county record; 98 
percent of trees infested with 15-20 webs present in some trees. Also recorded 
for the first time in Delaware County. (Rings, Neiswander). 


DOGWOOD BORER (Thamnosphecia scitula) - DELAWARE - Dogwood rather heavily infested 
in area of New Castle County. (Burbutis). 


LILAC BORER (Podosesia syringae syringae) - DELAWARE - Infested lilac in Newark, 
New Castle County; collected by D. F. Bray in August. This is a new state record. 
(Burbutis). 


AZALEA CATERPILLAR (Datana major) - ALABAMA - Defoliating azaleas and camellias 
in Mobile County. (Seibels). 


AZALEA LEAF MINER (Gracilaria azaleella) - DELAWARE - Infesting azaleas in area 
of New Castle County. (MacCreary). 


BAGWORMS — NEW MEXICO - Unspecified species moderately heavy and damaging ever- 
greens in Portales, Roosevelt County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). COLORADO - Undetermined 
species infesting arborvitae in Rocky Ford, Otero County. (Schweissing). 


A COTONEASTER WEBWORM (Cremona cotoneastri) - NORTH DAKOTA - Probably this species, 
infesting mature contoneaster hedge at Bismark, Burleigh County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


PLUM GOUGER (Anthonomus scutellaris) - NORTH DAKOTA - Infesting plum in Bismark- 
Mandan area of Burleigh and Morton Counties. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


COCCIDS - DELAWARE - Toumeyella liriodendri crawlers present in Sussex County. 
(MacCreary). MARYLAND - Unaspis euonymi heavy on small-leafed variety of euonymus 
at Luthersville, Baltimore County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NORTH DAKOTA - 
Chionaspis furfura infesting crabapple at Mandan, Morton County, and at Bismark, 
Burleigh County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - U. euonymi heavy and severely 
damaging euonymus plants in Eastland County, central area. (Blackmon). 


GLADIOLUS THRIPS (Taeniothrips simplex) - NORTH DAKOTA - Infesting gladiolus in 
Jamestown area, Stutsman County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.).

MOSQUITOES - MINNESOTA - As a result of rains August 29 through September 3, 
another heavy brood of Aedes vexans occurred in Twin City area. Extensive larval 
control necessary.

OHIO - Decreased considerably from 
previous weeks in southern area; 3-5 per individual on beef animals. Very heavy 


in Brown County few weeks earlier. (Lyon). WISCONSIN - More of a problem in 
southern counties than previously. Particularly annoying in Sauk, Walworth and 
Iowa Counties. Annoying humans in Iowa County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). WYOMING - 


Adults on Hereford and Black Angus cattle and on horses in Sheridan County; 
adults on sheep and Hereford cattle in Carbon County. These are two new county 
records. (Fullerton). 


_ HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - WISCONSIN - More of a problem in southern counties 
than previously. Wis ins), Sux). 
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HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - NORTH DAKOTA - Counts of 1,000-5,000 per bull in 
Billings, Slope and Stark Counties. Control successful in open country but not 
adequate in river bottoms or broken land. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Counts 
down slightly in Stillwater area. Ranged 500-600 per head on cattle in southeast. 


(Okla. Coop. Sur.). MARYLAND - Averaged 3 per head on one dairy herd in Frederick 
County.) (UL Mdly Ente edeptar 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - NORTH DAKOTA - Numbers decreasing but still 
exceed 100 per animal. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Populations up somewhat in 


Stillwater area. Populations heavy, up to 15 per head, on cattle in Pushmataha 
County) (Okan Coop. Sure: 


TABANIDS - OKLAHOMA - Tabanus spp. 4 per head on animals in Pushmataha County. 
Very low counts in Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Hybomitra 
sonomensis annoying people in Farmington Ray area, on margins of Great Salt 
Lake, and parts of Box Elder County. (Collett, Knowlton). 


A FLOWER FLY (Tubifera tenax) - COLORADO - Very numerous on chicken farm near 
Henderson, Adams County. (Gilmore). 


FLIES - NORTH DAKOTA - Two range herds in west central area with flies behaving as 
Musca autumnalis; counts near 9-11 per cow. No flies were collected for 
identaticatwonem (Nes DD.

STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period August 24-30, a total of 47,042,000 sterile flies was released 
over an area of 63,000 square miles in Texas with 7,000 square miles covered in 
average overwintering area of New Mexico. Release rate was 400 per square mile 
with some areas in southern Texas receiving up to 800 sterile flies per square 


mile. A total of 713 screw-worm cases was reported during the period. New 


counties reporting screw-worm infestations were Payne and Pittsburg in OKLAHOMA.

LONE STAR TICK (Amblyomma americanum) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy on cattle in area of 
McCurtain and Pushmataha Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - MARYLAND - Annoying to householders in 
Montgomery County. First report of fall season. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). UTAH - 
Annoying about and entering a number of homes in Salt Lake City area. (Knowlton). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - UTAH - In many homes in areas of 
Salt Lake County. Some household infestations heavy. (Knowlton). 


Household Pests in Oregon - The following reported entering homes in Willamette 
Valley since late August: Zootermopsis angusticollis, Reticulitermes hesperus, 
Brachyrhinus sulcatus and Bryobia praetiosa. R. hesperus was also collected in 
Astoria, Clatsop County. (Every). 


A FIELD CRICKET (Gryllus sp.) - OHIO - Abundant and annoying to residents in 
Marion, Morrow and Crawford Counties. (Lyon). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Being carried into homes with 
garden flowers and vegetables in areas of Salt Lake and Weber Counties. (Knowlton) 


LARGER YELLOW ANT (Lasius interjectus) - OHIO - Sexual forms swarming in houses in 
Wayne County. (Lyon). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


LADY BEETLES -— NEW MEXICO - Abundant in alfalfa in Torrance and Santa Fe Counties; 
ranged 5-11 per sweep. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). WYOMING - Adults of several species 
averaged 21 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa and 14 per 100 corn plants in fields in 
Sheridan and Johnson Counties. (Fullerton). SOUTH DAKOTA - Continue present 

in alfalfa in State; ranged up to 5 per 10 sweeps. (Spawn). OHIO - Coleomegilla 
maculata, Adalia bipunctata and other species found in large numbers on tobacco in 
Adams County; ranged 8-10 adults per plant. (Lyon). MARYLAND - Adults and larvae 
of unspecified species very prevalent in some alfalfa fields in Frederick County.

Aug. 30) and Cloverdale, Botetourt County (Tarpley, Leonard, Aug. 31). 
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AN ANT (Eciton sp.) - TEXAS - Noticeably abundant in lawns in Bexar and Harris 
Counties. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Smith, Prucia). 


A BRACONID - OHIO - Unspecified species heavily parasitized catalpa sphinx 
(Ceratomia catalpae) in Clark County. (Lyon). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - KENTUCKY - Subsequent intensive 
survey in Hazel area, Calloway County, produced 3 additional beetles at same spot 
of original find; none found at any other location. Additional survey being 
conducted. Plans already formulated for mist blowing of area of find about 
September 10-12. Also, approximately 15 acres will be surface-soil treated 
before end of September. (Townsend). 


ASIATIC OAK WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus castaneus) - VIRGINIA - Abundant; attracted to 
lights and creating a nuisance in many parts of State. Reported from localities 
in Montgomery, Giles, Bath and Patrick Counties. (Tarpley, Rowell, Dalton, 
Cundiff, Reed). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - RHODE ISLAND - Adult population reduced; 
only occasional specimen found. Evidence of roadside feeding negligible. 
(Mathewson). 


A ROOT WEEVIL (Sciopithes obscurus) - OREGON - Collected at Manzanita, Tillamook 
County, for a new county record. (Every). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - WISCONSIN - First adult collected in 
blacklight trap in Platteville, Grant County, September 1. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - COLORADO - Present in Durango, La Plata 
County; this is a new county record. (Hantsbarger).
